After a desperate ohase the wiiuld-te 
murderer of Thomas Hall and his son 
Howard, of Huntertown, was ran down 
and captured five miles east of Spen- 
cervllle, DeEalb count/, and brought 
to this city and lodged in jail today.' 


A history of the chase and capture is 
exciting. To F. H. Boyle, a deputy to 
Sheriff Stroh, of DeEalb county, be- 
longs the credit for the capture of the 
fugitive, but Deputy Harrod, of Sheriff 
Clausmeier's staff, is to be thanked for 
some shrewd plans that greatly facil- 
itated ihe work and mOre than likely 
led to the final rounding up. The firpt 
direct^clew was picked up by Deputy 
HarrocP afc La Otto. It was in that 
vicinity that the hounds led the pur- 
suers, but all efforts to find the man 
were fruitless up to that time. Harrod 
was told by the engineer of a train 
which had just pulled up that a man 
answering the description of the 
fugitive tried to board the train at 
Auburn Junction. This was Monday 
evening. 
Deputy Hasrod procured 
a hand car'^and went to the junction as 
quickly as possible. Here he was in. 
formed by F. H. Boyle, the flagman, 
that a man answering to the descrip- 
tion given had cut across country. 
Searching parties were started out in 
all directions. 
Mr. Boyle, who is also 
deputy of Sheriff Stroh, of DeEalb 
county, headed one of these jmrties. 
About 1:30 yesterday afternoon Boyle 
and a man named Price caught sight of 
their man and gave chase, Boyle firing 
five shots at the retreating foirm. After 
a struggle the ma^ .~1iaarr.aptnred ^nd. 
turned over to Sheriff Stroh, who 
brought the prisoner to this city on the 
10:25 Lake Shore train this morning, 
and handed him into the custody of 
Sheriff Glausmeier.

He gave ihs name as Charles Lewis. 
He stands about five feet, ten inches in 
his stockings, weighs 160 pounds, is of 
light complexion, aind • youthful in 
appearance. He is about twenty-three 
years old and has a smooth face, with 
hazel eyes which shot forth a bright 
gleam of defiance at the officers as they 
locked him in a cell. 'Clad in a bicycle 
suit of dark pants, a green sweater and 
light coat and cap, he looked more like 
some young man on a pleasure outing 
than a candidate for states prison. A 
dare devil expression betrays the char- 
acter of a man who would prove 
dangerous under even trivial provoca- 
tion. He would not talk today, except 
to admit to the officers that he

been stolen from him. Little credence 
is given hia story. 


BIS COMPANION. 


The young man. Faith, who was <yith 
Lewis when the shooting occurred, 
says he met the man at New Era, near 
the Hall farm house. He was hunting 
for work and had no destination in 
view. His story is believed, as Sheriff 
Stroh is personally acquainted wAh the 
prisoner's family connections at Ko- 
komo. He will probably be released.

Close to where the shooting occurred 
is the dividing line of Allen and De-

Farmer Hall's farm 
house, 
which Lewis robbed, is in 
DeEalb; while the shooting occurred 
this side of the line, consequently the 
trial will be held here. The «rand 
jury will return an indictment and the 
trial be set for the September term of 
court. Lewis up to this time has kept 
up a dogged silence on the question of 
family connections.

— T h e 
anamoly is presented here today of a 
state convention of a great party SUB 
pending operations for nearly twenty- 
iour hours while every eye is turned 
towards another big state convention 
before which the fate of the Kansas 
democratic and populist parties in the 
coming campaign hangs in the balance. 
The probable reEult of the joint con- 
ference committee of the democratic 
and popuHst state 
conventions at 
Abilene today is the one absorbing 
topic of discussion among the demo- 
crats here. When the democratic con- 
ference committee boarded the train 
for Abilene last night, several hundred 
delegates were at the train to see them 
off and on everyone's lips were the 
words: 


"Don't sacrifice a single democratic 
elector. Make it ten straight or noth- 
ing." 


The prevailing sentiment here is now 
crystallized into a stubborn determina- 
tion to bring the populists to terms on 
the basis laid down at the beginning of 
the fusion negotiations. 
There are 
some, however, who do not cherish 
sanguine hopes that the conference 
committee will not back down if the 
populists make a strong fight for a 
division of the electoral ticket. 
Many 
of the delegates have gone home during 
the recess. 


ABILENE, Aug 5—The populist state 
convention was called to order here 
today at 11:15 by John W. Breidenthal, 
chairman o! the state central commit- 
tee. Two thousand delegates and spec- 
tators were present. 
Much hard work 
in the interest of the endorsement of 
the democratic state electors by the 
committee of five, which arrived from 
Hutchison at 6 o'clock, had been done, 
several preliminary caucuses having 
been held and the interest over the 
anticipated action of the convention 
was intense. 
C. S. Crawford, a lawyer, 
ol Abilene, put the delegates in a happy 
mood in a welcoming address, in which 
he said the populist party had been 
borne of a necessity and that it would 
live until that necessity should have 
passed away. 


"This was a year of the people," he 
continued, "it was a' year for populist 
victories and more than all for the 
victory of that great commoner, that 
young giant of the west, William J. 
Bryan." 


GALVESTON, Texas, Aug. 4.—Just be- 
fore the populist state convention was 
Cilled to order this morning, Dornblast, 
of Hill, came into the hall with a ban- 
ner bearing the words: "Middle of ihe 
Road St. Louis 10.^," which was re- 
ceived 
with 
cheering. 
«Chairman 
Ashby, of the executive committee, 
said he was glad to know that the con- 
vention approved the action of the 103 
and they would do as they had done in 
St. Louis if the grounds had to be gone 
over again.

The populists at their 
convention have adopted a platform 
declaring the financial question to be 
paramount and demanding the immedi- 
ate free coinage of silver. 
It asks 
immediate statehood for Oklahoma, 
with the Indian territory attached 
later. 


BUTTE, Mont., Aug. 5.—The repuuli 
can conferehce did not adjourn until 
after midnight. It was agreed that the 
republican state convention shall nom- 
inate candidates for state offices, after 
which the silver republicans shall 
withdraw, organize a separate conven- 
tion and nominate electors for Bryan 
and Sewall, while those remaining will 
nominate electors pledged to McEin- 
ley and Hobart. The convention will 
be held September 9 at Heleoa, sixty 
days after the democratic convention.

CHICAGO. Aug 5 —The Chicago stock 
exchange is still closed and will rer 
main closed until the Moore Brothers' 
failure has been settled. The action 
of the governing committee in closing 
the doori of the exchange ia said by 
certain financiers who are in a position 
to know have averted a panic 
"There 
is no telling where it would have 
ended," said a member of the stock 
exchange today. "It might have re- 
sulted in the ruination of a dozen 
business houses and banks." 


President M. M. Jameson, of the 
board, in fulfillment of the resolutions 
adopted by the governing committee, 
appointed the following agents to act 
with him, as a committee to confer 
with the banks, for the purpose of 
arranging a settlement of the affairs of 
the Moore Brothers: 


A. Vialentine, of Armour & Co.; A. 
M. Day, of Counsellman & Day, and C. 
C, Yoe, of Brewster & Co. 


The Moore Brothers are preparing a 
statement of their affairs and of the 
Diamond Match and New York Biscuit 
companies. The stcck exchange will 
be kept closed until all the facts are 
known and until a syndicate is formed 
to underwrite the deal at some price to 
be settled upon after all the informa 
tion is furnished by the Mooree, partic 
ularly as to the standing of the com- 
panies. 


The Diamond Match price ia not over 
160. New York Biscuit will not be 
over seventy-five. The Moores claim 
the companies are not at all involved. 
It is stated that 1G.3 was bid yesterday 
for Diamond Match. J. H. Moore 
says: ' Our troubles began Saturday. 
Sunday it looked blue. Monday morn- 
ing I had a promise from my brother 
m the east. Monday afternoon the 
money gave out." 


The stock exchange brokers have 
informed their clients that, under the 
rules, Ihey do not guarantee trades, 
and that, consequently, short settle- 
ments for their profits depend upon 
the solvency of the concerns to whom 
the sales were made.' Consequently 
the holders of Diamond Match and 
^ew York Biscuit stoci: do not know 
yet whether they will get their im- 
mense paper profits or not, and will 
not know until the stock exchange re- 
opens, Friends of the Diamond Match 
company claim that President Barber 
stands entirely aloof from the Moore 
failure; that he was in no wise inter- 
ested in the speculative deal. Mr. 
Moore is authority for the statement 
that had not C. T. Yerkes come into 
the market as a borrower to the extent 
of nearly 11,000,000, collapse might 
have been averted. . 


Many banks threw out the Moore 
securities and substituted those of the 
Northwest railway and Chicago Street 
railway values. One broker known to 
be short of Diamand Match and New 
York Biscuit is bidding 170 for the 
former and 75 for the latter. There is 
a report that the Armour crowd will 
take all of the Moore holdings at a 
certain figure and locate the deal as 
purposed by the Monroe street lawyers. 
President Barber, of the Diamond 
Match company, has sent the following 
cablegram from Paris to Moore Bros.: 
"Our presence here is quite necessary 
and we could do no good if there. 
Have some important trad^ here. The 
government 
denies the statement 
made by Gould's agents."

PITTSBURG, Aug. 5—The state con- 
vention of the people's party was called 
to order at 10 a. m., at Curry -university 
hall, by State Chairman E. A. Thomp- 
son. The business before the conven- 
tion was the election of thirty-two 
presidential electors, .the endorsement 
of the St. Louis platform and the nomi 
nation of two candidates for congress- 
men at-large. Less than 100 delegates 
were present. There should have been 
206, but the absentees were excused on 
account of the railroad 
companies 
refusing to give them excursion rates 
to and from the convention. 
Of those 
present it was easy to see that the 
granger element predominated. 
Gray 
beards ornamented the faces of at least 
half of the delegates, and it was evident 
that many of the sun browned visages 
belonged to tillers of the soil, who were 
taking a day from the farm. The body 
got down to business promptly by elect- 
ing A. C. Hamm, of Bradford, tempo- 
rary chairman. After the appointment 
of the various commitees, the conven- 
tion adjourned until 1 o'clock this 
afternoon. 
County Chairman George 
G. Burrows said that he believed the 
convention would indorse Bryan and 
Sewall and the populistic St. Louis 
platform. He thought plans for fusion 
with the democrats would be adopted, 
A new state committee chairman, secre- 
tary, etc,, will be chosen, C A. Bar- 
rows, of Etna, and J. P. Correli, editor 
of the Easton Sunday Call, are candi- 
dates for the nomination of congress- 
men at large, and W. K. Fried, of 
Sharpsburg, is a candidate for elector at 
large.

Twelve 
Chicago

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 0.—News of 
a bloody tight among a crowd of school, 
boys at Buckville, in Montgomery 
county, reached here this morning. 
Robert Chew and Beauregard Poole 
became involved in a rough and tumble 
fight and Iriends of both the beliger- 
ents joined in the fray. Pocket knives 
were used and several of the boys were

wounded.

CHICAGO, Aug. 5 —Twelve persons 
succumbed to the heat 
which en- 
veloped this city yesterday. Two or 
three of these, at least, are not expected 
to recover. It was the hottest day so 
far this year, the signal service ther- 
mometer registering ninety-four de- 
grees in the afternoon. Thermometers 
on the streets registered four and five 
degrees more than that in the signal 
service tower. One of the postal de- 
livery and one collection all over the 
city were dropped. It was the first 
time this summer that the carriers and 
collectors in the down town districts 
found the heat too much for them. 


Chicago was not the only town where 
the heat record was broken. Several 
towns in the southwestern states and 
also in the Mississippi valley reported 
the highest temperature of the»year. 
Prostrations were numerous and out 
door work in a number of towns had 
to be suspended. The hottest place in 
the United States yesterday was St. 
Paul, where the mercury crawled up 
until 
it rested on the 100 mark. 
Omaha, Kansas City. St. Louis, Vicks- 
burg and Davenport were each doing 
the best they could with 96 degrees of 
heat, while Memphis, with 97 degrees, 
was the nearest rival of St Paul. 
Springfield, 111, Des Moines, Iowa, and 
Huron, S. D , were on even terms with 
Chicago, while New York city was 
fairly com'ortable with 86 degrees.

DEMOCRATIC DAY. 


Brilliant Address Delivered at 
Borne City. 


Senator David Tnrpte Discnsses the 
Honey 
Qaestlon-^Speech of 
Editor J. B. Stoll. 


The democracy of Northern Indiana 
and Southern Michigan had a magnifi- 
cent demonstration at Islanck' Park, 
Rome City, yesterday. Senator Turpie, 
for more than an hour, entertained a 
splendid audier ce, which received his 
address in a most enthusiastic manner. 


His review of the monetary system 
of our country was comprehensive and 
his deductions from tbe actions and 
statements of the monopolists and syn- 
dicates, won for him enthusiastic ap- 
plause. The senator seemed to be at 
his best, and freely and fully gave ex- 
pressions to the reasons for the faith 
that is within him. Among other 
things he said in substance: 


A wrong redressed makes aright 
apparent. All power clothes it with 
radience^d beauty never seen before. 
Principauties and powers, dukedoms 
and syndicates, will go down before 
this mighty force, demanding the re- 
monetiz<ition of silver. There are those 
who are waiting for an international 
agreement. It will never come. 


The international agreement is an 
international dodge. It looks for free 
coinage in the sweet bye and bye. 
There is no substance, no reality in a 
single gold standard. Sound money is 
that money which will pay debts in 
the same standard in which the debt is 
made. Those who are in favor of a 
single good standard are so because 
the gold is in the hands of a few. If a 
silver dollar today was worth 5 per 
cent, more than a gold dollar they 
would object to it( because it was not 
gold, because it would destroy their 
single standard. . 


We have no hostility to gold. What 
we object to is tiiat gold should be the 
only thing we can lise to pay a debt 
with. We would expand our currency 
so as to put it beyond the possibility of 
contraction. It is an eesy thing to 
corner all th^gold coin, which from the 
nature of things must be in the hands 
of a few. Yon see then what a new and 
inefiacable meaning-is' given to the 
words free silver, like the wind, it is 
everywhere. You might as well talk 
about cornering the sunlight or creat- 
ing k monopoly on raindrops, or put- 
ting the rainbow on a bargain counter. 
Free silver would visit every man's 
pocket and home. 
11 defies monopoly; 
it is the real basis of liberty and free- 
dom. 


Following him, Hon. J. B. Stoll gave 
a short, concise review of the activity of 
the moneyed interest and syndicates 
against every effort that has been made 
to enact and enforce laws for the 
betterment of tbe condition of the 
common people. 


Mr. James M. Robinson, democratic 
candidate for congress in this district, 
made a short address at the close of the 
meeting, in which he outlined his 
policy britfly and told of the hopes 
and ambitions of the parly in this 
district.

Opening Day of the Term 
is September 14, 


Prof. Jnstin X. Study, the New 


Superintendent. 


SoinethluK Abont Sis €areer»Trea8« 
nrer Foster Gives Information 
Abont Onr Nehools. 


The new year of the Fort Wayne 
public schools will begin on the 14th of 
September, instead of the 7th, as it 
was supposed some time ago would be 
the opening day of the fall term. This 
date for the commencement of the 
schools has been fixed upon by the 
board of trustees because during the 
week beginning on the 7 th the teach- 
ers' institute for Allen county ia held, 
and it is desired by the board that the 
teachers of the schools be given the 
opportunity of attending its sessions, 
which are always helpful to those who 
have in charge the training of our boys 
and girls. 


The coming year of our city schools 
promises to be one of the best in its 
history. The board of education and 
the new superintendent are anranging 


for its opening and their plans will 
commend themselves to the public. 
Most of the teachers have been em- 
ployed and the corps is anefBctentone, 
so that it is safe to say that Fort 
Wayne will be equal to any of the 
cities this year in regard to the excel- 
lence of her public schools. 


The new superintendent, as our 
readers know, is Prof. Justin N. Study, 
whom the board of education somn 
time ago appointed as the succeseor of 
Dr. Irwin. Prof. Study is a well known 
and able educator, one of the best in 
Indiana, and has been engaged in the 
work of the education of the young for 
many years. 


T H B SSNTINEL today, in connection 
with this article, gives a picture of the 
new superintendent. 
Prof. Study 
comes to this city from Richmond, at 
which place he has been superin. 
tendent of the schools for twelve years 
He was born in Wayne county, this 
state, on a larm but was reared in 
Hagerstown of that county, where he 
received his early 
education. 
He 
taught the district schools in that 
neighborhood and was for a time a 
teacher in the Hagerstown academy. 


He entered the Ohio Wesleyian uni- 
versity, at Delaware, Ohio, in 1869, as a 
membfr of the junior class, and gradu 
atfd from that institution in 1871. 
After leaving college he accepted the 
superintendency of the public schools 
at Anderson, Ind., and served in that 
position for ten year?, when he was 
called to Green castle, and filled the 
superintendency of the schools there 
from 1881 to 1884 In the last named 
year he was tendered the position of 
superintendent of schools at Richmond, 
Ind., and remained there until he re- 
ceived the offer from our board of edu- 
cation to become the superintendent of 
the public schools in this city. 


Professor Study has been one of the 
active and prominent members of the 
State Teachers' association, and also of 
the State Association of City and Town 
superintendents. 
He was formerly 
president of the state association. 


PROFMSOR STUDT IK THE CITT. 


Professor Study arrived in the city 
yesterday and was met this morning at 
tha Aveline hotel by a SENTINEL repre- 
sentative. He will not move here to 
reside permanently until the 2d of 
September. He will occupy the new 
house on East Washington 
street 
which is being built by Will Bostick. 
Until he moves here he will be in the 
city each week for two days to arrange 
for his work at the opening of the 
term. In reply to questions, Professor 
Study said he did not yet know what 
particular new plans or methods would 
be introduced. These, he said, would 
be matters which would come up in 
the future. 
Professor Study is a 
pleasant gentleman to meet and will 
no doubt prove a favorite with our 
people. 


INTERVIEW WITH 
TREASURER 
FOSTER. 


Hon. S. M. Foster, treasurer of the 
board of school trustees, in conversa 
t^on with T B E SENTINEL reporter today, 
said that all available building funds 
would be used up this year in the 
building and equipping of the two new 
school houses and in making needed 
improvements in several ol the other 
builfUngs. 
When asked about the 
Hoagland building in the Sixth ward 
Mr. Foster said it was the desire of the 
board to put up a handsome building 
there to cost not less than 130,000. The 
board cannot undertake such an ex- 
pense now, because tbe money to pay 
for it is not in sight this year, nor will 
it be next. However, the following 


year, immediately after school closes, 
the work will be commenced. The 
present frame building has been pro- 
nounced perfectly safe by experts who 
have made a careful examination, tak 
ing into consideration the possibility of 
fire, among other thinga. The attend- 
ance of the Hoagland school tbe next 
two years will not comparé to its past 
numbers, as the South Wayne building 
will draw from it greatly; consequently 
there is nothing to be feared from a 
panic in case of fire, as the means of 
exit are ample for any emergency. 


The branching out of Fort Wayne's 
superb school system will possibly re- 
quire an additional levy, which matter 
will be brought up in due time. 


WELLS STREET. 


Xew. Pavement to be Com- 
menced Next Monday. 


Improvement to Cost $15,000—liars« 
Force of Men Will Pnt the 
WorlL Through. 


Next Monday morning ground will 
be broken for the new Wells street 
pavement and the force of workmen 
will be large enough to insure speedy 
progress of the work. The contract is 
held by T. B. Bmpie who will person- 
ally superintend the job. This pave- 
ment will be three quarters of a mile, 
long, extending from the bridge to 
Archier avenue, beyond the Catholic 
orphans' asylupau The large amount of 
traffic from the city, supplemented with 
the great number of farmers' teams, 
has made the new pavement a real 
necessity for a long time. 


The material to be used will be vitri- 
fied blocks. It has been generally 
supposed that it would be of brick 
similar to that used on other city 
streets; but this is the first vitrified 
block pavement in the city. Vitrified 
blocks are similar in sabstance to the 
vitrified brick but the blocks are larger 
and baked harder. 
This pavement 
will cost about 115,000. 


The other streets which will be put 
down with the same material this year 
will 
be Montgomery.'and 
Pontiao 
streets.

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any other in the world. For several 
months they give close attention to 
the issues and candidates placed before 
them, and eagerly devour all the infor- 
mation that can be obtained in that 
relation. 
This necessaiily 
involves 
more or less study of the general prin- 
ciples of government, the facts of 
history, and the records of statesmen. 
A man is obliged to post himself in 
order to play a creditable part in the 
prevailing controversy. It will not do 
for him to go unharmed with argu- 
ments for prompt and con fident use in 
the disputes that are certain to be 
thrust upon him. The fact that he is a 
citizen and a Toter implies that he has 
opinions and is able to give reasons for 
them at a xaoment's notice. Those 
whom he meets from day to day will 
not permit him to ignore the subject to 
which, for the time being, all others 
are subordinate. He must talk poli- 
tica whether he wants to or not ; and he 
caá cot do so intëlligently ^unles? he 
familiarizes himself with the matters to 
be discussed. 


It follows that a presidential cam- 
paign is really a great school in which 
the people learn valuable and practical 
lessons, and are fitted to appreciate 
their political advantages and to per 
form the duties of citizenship. I a no 
other way could they so easily become 
acquainted with the meaning and pur- 
pose of their government, and the 
methods by which it is made to confer 
so many blessings. 
They are thus 
brought into direct contact wiih the 
operations, and enabled to ^ 
that they 
are personally related to it and respon- 
sible in a degree for what it does or 
fails to do. The spirit' of individual 
patriotism is quickened and strèhgth 
enèd by a realization of the fact that 
the government is not a piece of me- 
chanism that runs itself, but a mèdium 
through which the people enforce their 
Own wisher, and protect their o#n in- 
toresté. 
Participation in politics is the 
best possible way for the aveirag^ citizen 
to ascertain his importance û a niem 
her of society, and^U obligation to use 
his ballot with serious baire and dis 
crimination. He finds' out that he is 
himself a part of the sovereignty of the 
'country, and that his voice helps to 
make the public opinion which decide 
everything. . The^ sî^nplicity of |he re- 
publican system is imjpressi^ úpoá him 
by experience, and its effectjyeness is 
manifested to him in a way that he can 
readily understand. 


There4s a good deal of sophistry and 
extravagance in a political campaign, 
to be sure. The speakers and writers 
are not all candid and reasonable; the 
facts are not always fairly stated; the 
whole truth is not always told. ;But as 
the contest progresses, the falsehoods 
and mbrepresentations are eliminated, 
and questions and candidates are con- 
cidered on their me¡rits, 
The people 
have a faculty ofseparating the genuine 
from the spnripus in this respect, and 
making up their minds aecordiogly. 
Out of the abundance of discussion 
they get the salient verities and are 
governed by them, In spite of all de 
ceptive influences. It is impossible for 
fallacy and fiction to Eurviie t ^ fierce 
light which beats upon them with 
daily persistente. In the very nature 
of things, weak arguments are sure to 
be rejected, and substantial ones ac- 
cepted. Whère there is so niuch talk 
and so many sources of instruction, the 
voters cannot be fooled so far aa their 
final conclusions are concerned. 
They 
listen to many illogici spe^hes and 
read many misleading editorials, but 
in the end they throw away all rubbish 
and render a verdict that attests both 
their intelligence and their integrity. , 


Kailway Employees» Interests. 
The law forbidding'pooling combina- 
tions among.railways has already .been 
practically torn to tatterjs by decisions of 
the lower branches p | thé United State^ 
courts. 
Railway cçmp'anies axe now 
stxiving to have passed through congress 
an act permitting them to properly " ap- 
portion competitive trafilo. ' ' This means 
practically that'they may return to the 
old and familiar "pooling" methods. 


It will also give théín absolute ^ w e r 
to combine against their enixployees to 
any extent. It was the • Combination of 
railway corporations known as the Gên- 
erai Managers' association that defeated 
the Pullman strike in the Summer Of 
1894, as Mr. H. T, Newcotnb of the 
United States statistics department at 
Washington shows. 


Mr. Newcomb is of opinion that the 
proposed law permitting railway cor- 
porations to combine for mutual protec- 
tion should be offsets^by another in the 
interests of the malf millibn or more 
railway employees in this country. The 
main features of this law he describes 
in Public Opinion. In his judgment, 
either there ought to be a separate com- 
mission appointed by thip United States 
government or the powers of the present 
interstate commerce commission òright 
to be enlarged to examine into all griev- 
ances of railway employees or their or- 
ganizations. The law should piotect 


SQch employees from discharge during 
the 
investigation. 
General 
strikes 
should also be prohibited during such 
investigations. 


Those who think the Cuban war is 
dragging on an unconscionable time 
should not forget »that it took four years 
for the American civil war to reach its 
end. It lasted so long, in fact, and 
seemed to make so little progress that 
London Punch was moved to remark 
that the American civil war was the 
civilest one on record. Yet all the time 
movements were quietly shaping them- 
selves to the destined end. No war is so 
obstinately and so desperately fought as 
one between contending factions of the 
same nation, and none lasts so long. 
Had the present contest been one be- 
tween Spain and a foreign country, it 
would have been over long ago. 


There were three general laws con- 
gress w^as not afraid to pass at its first 
session. One prohibited prize fighting 
in any of the territories of the United 
States: another taxed artificial cheese 
heavily, while the third contained a 
provision that when people wanted a 
divorce they would have to live in a 
territory one year before securing it. 
Thus congress paid its respects at its 
first session to prize fighting, divorce 
and CQunterfeit cheese. In reference to 
divorce, however, it may be said that 
there are still a ¿umber of states in 
which a six months' xesidence will in- 
sure a divorce.

A delicate operation was performed 
last week on little Ivan Decker, whose 
mothec had brought him across the cou- 
tiaent to New York, where he could be 
treated. The ^operation was no less than 
making a ne^y mouth for the boy. 
There was a wide fissure on the lëft side 
of the child's palate; extending cill the 
way- back. This «affection had "caused 
the child great d^culty in swallowing, 
and if not remedied would in time 
have proved a serious impediment to 
distinct articulation. This peculiar af- 
fliction is occasionally hereditary. Lit- 
tle Ivan was in excellent health when 
it was decided to perform the operation 
at the home of Sûr. Ryoui where Mrs. 
Decker was staying. Dr. J. H. Br^th 
performed the operation, in which he 
used about 75 instrameuts, taking more 
than three hours. 


The operation began with the partial 
incision of the two sides of the superior 
m^illary bone, •which were then broken 
loose, w4fih lifctje steel chisels so that 
they would fit together, closing the cleft 
in front. The two sides of the cleft 
through the hard palate were denuded 
with the knife and drawn together by 
means of four catgut ligatures. Then two 
double lightures of heavy catgut wère 
passed through the loosened jiarts of the 
âuj)érior maxillary bone. 


A second operation will be necessary 
to remove the harelip, which is an ac- 
companiment of a cleft palate, but this 
will not be more than an ordinary ex- 
perience, and after-that little Ivan will 
have just as symmetriLcal a Jçoof. in his 
mouth as any one an^; be, able to talk 
with perfect distinctness when he be- 
comes older. His parents are from Par- 
awan, Utah.

Finally Aereed to End Their 
Live« and 


Tried t o Take t h e Lover Along

Them—Unusnal Featurea In a Chicago 


Tragedy. 


STRANGE com- 
panionship, 
origi- 
nally 
b r o u g h t 
about by kinship 
between two chil- 
dren, grown into an 
infatuation be- 
tween girls" just en- 
tering womanhood, 
a n d 
threatened 
with dissolution by 
the intrusion of a 
man's love—culminated in a tragedy in 
Clilcago the other day. 


This, at least, is the theory which is 
supposed to account for the suicide by 
poison of Rachel Mogstad and Bessie 
Youngren, cousins, as well as their at- 
tempt to poison Christopher Johnson, 
whose attentions to the latter were 
marked. 
The case 
presents 
a 
strange exhibition of sentimentality 
and recklessness. 
Others have mur- 
dered or laid down.their own lives ap- 
parently out of sentimental freakish- 
ness. Such have been ignorant and of 
Ignoble antecedents. Degeneracy would 
not be questioned from their every- 
day conduct. But in the case of these 
young women—reared by affectionate 
parents of some education and a re- 
ligious bent, the girls possessing bright 
minds, some ambition, industry, and 
good names—it becomes a different 
problem. 


Young Johnson met his sweetheart 
at Center and Austin avenues-Friday 
afternoon. Miss Youni^ren had a small 
package in her hand with a druggist's 
label on it. She said it was rat poi- 
son. John expressed his surprise. She 
said it was for her father, who had 
been having trouble with rats at hla 
home. No. 273 Grand avenue. 
John- 
son 
accompanied her to the room 
which she had been occupying with 
Miss Mogstad. - There he chatted an 
hourr with the cousins. The room ,oc- 
cui^ied by the girls is the first floor 
front of a plain cottage at No. 352 
Graiid avenue. It was subrehted from 
the family of John Peterson. 
. In this talk the girls laugljed over 
a secret, something whiich ttey said 
èaçh had agreed to do. Hhé boy's mind 
did. not take on suspicioa. He left with- 
out learning what it was "both had 
agreed to do." 
• Next day Johnson called at the room. 
Thé: cousins were preparing to go out. 
They were unusually chatty. 
Miss 
i^qgstad, who was always cool toward 
him when he c a m e with Ms attentions 
to B e s s i e , s e e m e d to have relented. She 
was half way cordial and' seemed to 
be gay to the point of effervescence. 


"We are going over to a vatîant room 
where Bessie's folks live,'? she' said, 
"to èat something. W^e cant tell you 
what it is. But we hâve pronaised each 
other faithfully." . 


Still Johnson, was unsuspicfpus and 
went away to get. a waterm^on. 


When Johnson came back a surprise 
greeted hhn. The girls were both un- 
der excitement. Their eyes eeenned to 
dilate. 
They 
coiild not talk 
fast 
enough. He. cut the watermelon and 
offered them pieces. The girls each 
handled the melon without eating it. 
JohnEon then noticed for the first time 
«white powder on his sweetheart's lipa. 
"Eat your melon," said the boy.. 
The girls laughed hysterically. Jolhn- 
son suspected a joke on himself and 
tried to avoid being ruffled. Both girls 
acted strangely. 
The yisltor got a 
little restless. 


Without preliminary advances . Miss 
Youngren'walked up to her sweetheart, 
who was seated, and threw herself into 
his lap. She clasped her arms aJbout 
his neck. She laughed and moaned. It 
seemed to be a spontaneous outburst of 
affection, and yet Johnson mistrusted 
it. The white powder was not inviting^ 
and the exhibition also emibarrassed 
him. When the girl Dressedl her lips 
close to his own he stood u ^ blankly 
exclaiming: 
, 


"0, this la going too far." 
Christopher Johnson 
now under- 
stands that the two girls had eaten 


the YoungrerTs Home "became ner own. 
Mr. Mogstad defrayed his daughter's 
board cheerfully and himself select- 
ed two or three boarding places for 
her. During her course of study the 
young woman cTwelt part of the time 
with Mrs. Seehuus. Only recently she 
took up her abode at the Peterson 
home, where she induced her cousin 
Bessie to come and become her room- 
mate. After fitting herself to be self- 
supporting Miss Mogstad had met with 
but a single discouragement—employ- 
ment did not come to her as much as 
she expected. 


"Ray" Mogstad was born in Calu- 
met, Mich. She attended the schools 
there. 
Several years ago her father 
took her on a visit to Tronhjem, Nor- 
way, where lives her uncle, Elias Mog- 
stad, who Is reputed to be wealthy. She 
spent a year and a half there and re-

the poison when Bessie embraced him, 
and he believes—he is sure—that the 
girls meant that caress to be his death 
warrant. 


Rejecting the proffered 
caresses, 
Johnson paced the floor. Miss Mog- 
stad said she felt ailing and threw 
herself upon the bed. Bessie Youn- 
gren also complaiined and reclined on 
the bed. They died on the way to the 
morgue. 


Investigation into the Iflves of both 
girls deepens the mystery. Th« crim- 
inal quality is absent. Ifr is a record 
of respectability. 


Rachel Mogstad, called by her famil- 
iars "Ray," who was jealous of her 
cousin's growing afEection for Christo- 
pher Johnson, was Bessie's elJ^er by a 
year, being 18 years of age. She was 
more than a year older in leadership 
through 
her 
education, 
greater 
strength of will, and impulsiveness. It 
was apparently her jealousy which 
prompted the self-destruction. 
She 
willed to die in the same way and at 
the same hour with Bessie Youngren, 
and her will-was accomplished. The 
younger girl was of a weaker nature, 
yet she dared follow her companion 
even into death. 


"Ray" Mogstad was a student. She 
had applied herself earnestly in a six 
months' course in midwifery under 
tutelage of Mrs. Margaret Seehuus, No. 
120 Center avenue. She passed exam- 
inations with credit, it is claimed, un- 
der the supervision of the State, en- 
titling her to a diploma for practical 
work. She worked industriously and 
showed enthusiasm for her chosen 
work. Her instructress says she was 
the brightest member of her class. 


The young woman's parents were not 
happily mated, and in recent years 
have 
dwelt 
separately. 
Yet both 
showed great fondness for the daugh- 
ter. Thus Miss Mogstad cagie to visit 
good deal at. her cousin's. In a way 


RAGHEL,_MOGSTAD. 
iurned to Chicago mòre than a year 
ago. She had visited her cousin Bessie 
in childhood and their childish attach- 
ment was renewed with warmth at 
once upon their reunion in Chicago. 
She w^s a frequent attendant pkt Luth- 
eran church. 


Bessie Youngren was born in Chris- 
tiania, Norway, seventeen years ago. 
Her childhood was surroflnded with 
more helpful associations than her 
cousin had known. The home of her 
parents was a happy one, comprising 
a family of six children. 
Fourteen 
years ago the Youngrens left Norway 
for Minnesota. Two years later they 
came to Chicago. 
Bessie's childhood, 
therefore, was spent in Chicago in tho 
northwestern part of the city, among 
people in the main of her own nation- 
ality. 


When Miss Mogstad finished her 
studies under Mrs. Seehuus and left the 
latter's roof she persuaded her cousin 
to become her roommate. There was a 
strong opposition to Bessie leaving 
home. The parents had begun to ob- 
ject to the marked attachment of the 
girls. They wanted Bessie to remain 
under home influences, and the willful 
cousin was upbraiided for getting her 
away. But the spell had taken such 
hold on the younger girl's mind she 
would not heed her parents. Whether 
she realized it or not, Bessie's attach- 
ment for Rachel had made her come to 
regard the latter's wishes as dearer to 
her than life. 


The older girl's course was directed 
by her dominant traits—pride and re- 
serve. She did not welcome the con- 
fidence of any one except her cousin, 
perhaps out of fear that confidences 
would not be held inviolate and lest by 
unfolding her Jieart she might expose 
herself to the shafts of ridicule. She 
had always known Bessie and trusted 
her, and when in young womanhood 
her nature cried out for sympathy Miss 
Mogstad clung to the only anchor she 
ever knew. Probably this lonely wom- 
an found her mind intensified in itâ 
sympathy for women as a result of 
her studies. 


Thus it came about that when the 
lover appeared, one girl chose death in 
preference 
to loneliness and the 
thwarting of her plans. Women some- 
times court death in this alternative. 
It was not illogical in her to compel 
the object of her affection to join her 
in death. 
And the situation would 
have suggested dragging along young 
Johnson, innocent author of the deed, 
into the abyss. 


The weaker girl accepted death be 
cause a stronger mind offered it. Per- 
haps the stronger mind of Miss Mog- 
stad pictured death in color and mel- 
ody. Her spell was hypnotic. Bessie's 
attachment was mental and moral serv- 
itude. Rachel Mogstad willed—Bessie 
Youngren obeyed. 
"The child-mind 
which accepted the pail of death" took 
the mantle and put it on apparently 
without responsibility. 


At the bier of the dead girls the min- 
ister touched upon responsibility. Ca- 
pacity to understand, to be responsible,, 
he said, was in the case of these mis- 
guided girls hedged within narrow 
limits. 
He pictured their min^s as 
groping in twilight. Religion allowed 
charity where there was not light.

Dr. Baraduc Apnoances Jii< Success and 


Sbow<« t h e Plates. 


It may be rash to pronounce that 
anything is beyond the photdgrapher's 
art. But the communication just made 
to the Paris Academie de Medicine by 
Dr. Baraduc is so asfconishing that if 
he had made it before Dr. Roentgen 
had rendered his discovery public, very 
few people would have been inclined 
even to inquire into the matter. In- 
deed, Dr. Baraduc affirms he has suc- 
ceeded in photographing thought, and 
he has shown numerous photographs 
in proof of his assertion. 


His usual method of proceeding is 
simple enough. 
The person whose 
thought is to be photographed enters 
a dark room, places his hand on a 
photographic plate, and thinks intent- 
ly of the object the image of which 
he wishes to see produced. It is stated 
by those who have examined Dr. Bara- 
duc's photographs 
that the most of 
them are very cloudy, but that a few 
are- comparatively disitinct, represent- 
ing the features of persons and outlines 
of 
things. 
Dr. 
Baraduc 
goes 
further, 
and 
declares 
that 
it 
is 
possible ° to 
produce 
a pho- 
tographic image at a great distance. 


In his communication to the Acad- 
emie de Medicine he relates that Dr. 
Istrate, when he was going to Cam- 
pana, declared he would appear on a 
photographic plate of his friend, M. 
Hasden, at Bucharest. Qn the ith of 
August, 1893. M. Hasden at Bucharest 
went to bed with a photographic plate 
at his feat and another at his head. 
Dr. Istrate went to sleep at Campana, 
at a distance of about 300 kilometres 
from Bucharest, but before closing his 
eyes he willed with all his might that 
his image should appear on the photo- 
graphic plate of his friend. 


According to Dr. Baraduc that marvel 
was accomplished. 
Journalists who 
have examined the photograph in ques- 
tion state that it consists in a kind of 
luminous spot on the photographic 
plate, in the midst of which can be 
traced the profile of a man.—London 
Standard.

For several 
months they give close attention to 
the issues and candidates placed before 
them, and eagerly devour all the infor- 
mation that can be obtained in that 
relation. 
This necessarily 
involves 


more or less study of the general prin- 
ciples of government, the facts of 
history, ana the records of statesmen. 
A man is obliged to post himself in 
order to play a creditable part in the 
prevailing controversy. I twill not do 
for him to go unharmed with argu- 
ments for prompt and cocfident use in 
the disputes that are certain to be 
thrust tipor him. The fact that he is a 
citizen and a voter implies that he has 
opinions and is able to give reasons for 
them at A moment's notice. Those 
whom he meets fiom day to day will 
not permit him to ignore the subject to 
which, for the time being, sil others 
are subordinate. 
He must talk poli 


tics whether he wants to or not; and he 
can cot do so intelligently'unless he 
familiarises himself with the matters to 
be discuEsed. 


It follows that a presidential cam- 


paign is really a great school in which 
the people learn valuable and practical 
lemons, and are lilted to appreciate 
their political advantages and to per- 
form the duties o! citizenship. 
In no 


other way could they so easily become 
acquainted with the meaning and pur- 
pose of their government, and the 
methods by which it is made to confer 
so many blessings. 
They are thus 


brought into direct contact with the 
operations, and enabled to see that they 
are personally related to it and respon- 
sible in a degree for what it does or 
fails to do. The spirit of individual 
patriotism is quickened and strength- 
ened by a realization of the fact that 
the government is not a piece of me- 
chanism that runs itself, but a medium 
through which the people enforce their 
own wishep, and protect their own in- 
terests. Participation in politics is the 
best possible way for the average citizen 
to ascertain his importance as a mem- 
ber of society, and his obligation to use 
his ballot with serious care and dis- 
crimination. He finds out that he is 
himself a part of the sovereignty of the 
country, and that his voice helps to 
make the public opinion which decides 
everything. The simplicity of the re- 
publican system is impressed upon him 
by experience, and its effectiveness is 
manifested to him in a way that he can 
readily understand. 


There-is a good deal of sophistry and 


extravagance in a political campaign, 
to be sure. The speakers and writers 
are not all candid and reasonable; the 
(acts are not always fairly stated; the 
whole truth is not always told. ;But as 
the contest progresses, the falsehoods 
and misrepresentations are eliminated, 
and questions and candidates are con- 
cidered on their merits. 
The people 


have a faculty of separating the genuine 
from the spurious in this respect, and 
making up their minds accordingly. 
Out of the abundance of discussion 
they get the sslient verities and are 
governed by them, in spite of all de- 
ceptive influences. It is impossible for 
fallacy and fiction to survive the fierce 
light which beats upon them with 
daily persistence. 
In the very nature 


ol thingr, weak arguments are sure to 
be rejected, and substantial ones ac- 
cepted. Where there is so much talk 
and so many sources of instruction, the 
voters cannot be fooled so far aa their 
final conclusions arc concerned. 
They 


listen to many illogical speeches and 
read many misleading editorials, but 
in the end they throw away all rubbish 
and render a verdict that attests both 
their intelligence and their integrity.

railway corporations known as tiie Gen- 
eral Managers' association that defeated 
tho Pullman htriko iui the summer of 
1894, us Mr. H. T. Newcomb of tho 
United States statistics department at 
Washington shows. 


ilr. Ntwcornb is of opinion that tho 


proposed law permitting railway cor- 
potations to combine for mutual piotec- 
tion should bo offset by smother iu tho 
interests of tho m.ilf million or moio 
railway employee.-! iu this country. Tho 
main features of this law he describes 
in Public Opinion. In bis judgment, 
either theio ought to lie a separate com- 
mission appointed by tlv United States 
government or the powers1 of the present 
interstate commerce, commission ought 
to be enlarged toexiimiuointo all griev- 
ances of railway employees or their or- 
ganizations.

MAKING A NEW MOUTH. 


Delicate Surgical Operation Performed 


Upon a Utah Roy. 


A delicate operation was performed 


last week ou little Ivau Decker, whoso 
mother had brought him across the con- 
tinent to Ne\v i'ork, where ho could bo 
treated. Tho operation was no less than 
making a new month for the boy. 
There was a wide fissure ou the left side 
of the child's palate, extending n'll the 
way back. This "affection had caused 
tho child great difficulty in swallowing, 
and if not remedied would in time 
have proved n serious impediment to 
distinct articulation. This peculiar af- 
fliction is occasionally hereditary. Lit- 
tle Ivan was iu excellent health when 
it was decided to perform the operation 
at tho home of Mr. Kyon, where Mrs. 
Decker was staying. Dr. J. H. Branth 
performed tho operation, iu which he 
used abont 7. 
ri instruments, taking more 


than throe hour*. 


The operation began with tho partial 


incision of tho two sides of the superior 
maxillary Ixme, which wore then broken 
loose with littlu steel chisels bo that 
they would fit together, closing tho cleft 
in front. Tho two sides of tho cleft 
through the hard palate were denuded 
with the kuifc and drawn together by 
means of four catgut ligatures. Then two 
double ligatures of heavy catgut were 
passed through the loosened parts of the 
superior uiaxillarj boiie. 


A second operation will bo necessary 


to remove tho harelip, which ii an ac- 
companiment of a cleft palate, but this 
will not be more than an ordinary ex- 
perience, and after that little Ivau will 
have just as bynimetrical a :r,oof In his 
mouth as any one and bo able to talk 
with perfect distinctness wheu ho be- 
comes older. His parents are from Par- 
awan, Utah.

DIE BY POISON. 


BESSIE YOUNCREN AND RAY 


MOGSTAD WERE SENTIMEN- 


TALISTS. 


WHEN ONE OF TllKM WANTED TO 


MARKV THE OTHKR OBJECTED. 


Flnilly Agreed to End Their Llvti and 


Tried to Take the I/o»r Alone irlth 
Them — Unusual Featqre* In k Chicago

tween girls just en- 
tering womanhood, 
a n d 
threatened 


with dissolution by 
the intrusion of a 


man's io\e — culminated m a tragedy In 
Chicago the other day. 


This, at least, is the theory which Is 


supposed to atcount for the suicide by 
poison of Rachel Mogstad and Bessie 
Youngren, cousins, as well as their at- 
tempt to poison Christopher Johnson, 
whose attentions to the latter were 
marked. 
The 
case 
presents 
a 


strange exhibition of sentimentality 
and recklessness. 
Others have mur- 


dered or laid down, their own lives ap- 
parently out of sentimental freakish- 
ness. Such have been Ignorant and of 
ignoble antecedents. Degeneracy would 
not be questioned from their every- 
day conduct. But in the case of these 
young women — reared by aflectionate 
parents of some education and a re- 
ligious bent, the girls possessing bright 
minds, some ambition, industry, and 
good names— it becomes a different 
problem. 


Young Johnson met his sweetheart 


at Center and Austin avenues Friday 
afternoon. Mirs Youngren had a small 
package in her hand with a druggist's 
label on it. She said it was rat poi- 
son. John expressed his surprise. She 
said it was for her father, who had 
been having tiouble with rats at his 
home, No. 273 Grand avenue. 
John- 


son 
accompanied her to the room 


which she had been occupying with 
Miss Mogstad. There he chatted an 
hour with the cousins. The room oc- 
cupied bj the girls is the first floor 
fiont ot a plain cottage at No. 352 
Grand avenue. It was 'jubrented from 
the family of John Peterson. 


In this talk the girls laugbed over 


a secret, something whtich they said 
each had agreed to do. TIhe boy's mind 
did not take on suspicion- He left with- 
out learning what it was "both had 
agreed to do." 


Next day Johnson called at the room. 


The cousins were preparing to go out. 
They were unusually chatty. 
Miss 


Mogstad, who was always cool toward 
him when he came with Ms attentions 
to Bessie, seemed to have relented. She 
was half way cordial and seemed to 
be gay to the point of effervoscence. 


"We are going over to a vacant room 


where Besste's folks live." she said, 
"to eat something 
\Ve can't tell you 


what it is. But we have promised each 
other faithfully." 


Still Johnson was unsuspicious and 


went away to get a watermelon. 


When Johnson came back a surprise 


greeted him. The girls were both un- 
der excitement. Their ey»s seemed to 
dilate. 
They could not talk 
fast 


enough. He cut the watermelon and 
offered them pieces. 
The girls each 


handled the melon without, eating it. 
Johnson then noticed for the first time 
white powder on his sweetheart's lips. 


"Eat your melon," said the boy. 
The girls laughed hysterically. John- 


son suspected a joke on himself and 
tried to avoid being ruffled. Both girls 
acted strangely. 
The visitor got a 


little restless. 


Without preliminary advances Miss 


Youngren walked up to her sweetheart, 
T\ ho was seated, and threw herself into 
his lap. She clasped her arms about 
his neck. She laugned and moaned. It 
seemed to be a spontaneous outburst of 
affection, and yet Johnson mistrusted 
it. The white powder was not inviting- 
and the exhibition also embarrassed 
him. When the girl Dressed! her lips 
close to his own he stood upy blankly 
exclaiming: 


"0, this is. going too far." 
Christopher Johnson 
now 
under- 


stands that the two girls had eaten

the poison when Bessie embraced him, 
anil he believes—he its sure—that tho 
girls meant that caress to be his death 
•warrant. 


Rejecting the 
proffered 
caresses, 


Johnson paced the floor. Miss Mog- 
stad said she felt ailing and threw 
herself upon the bed, Bessie Youn- 
gren also complied and reclined on 
the bed. They died on tho way to the 
morgue. 


Investigation into the IKves of both 


girls deepens the mystery. TU« crim- 
inal quality Is absent. It is a record 
of respectability. 


Rachel Mogstad, called by her famil- 


iars "Ray." who v,-as jealo"j= of her 
cousin's growing affection for Christo- 
pher Johnson, was Bessie's elcfer by a 
year, being 18 \ears of age. Slie was 
more than a year older in leadership 
tarough. 
her 
education, 
greater 


strength of will, and impulsiveness. It 
was apparently her jealousy which 
prompted the self-destruction. 
She 


willed to die in the same' way aud at 
the same hour with Bessie Youngren, 
and her will was accomplished. 
The 


younger girl was ot a weaker nature, 
j'ft she dared follow her companion 
even into death. 


"Ray" Mogstad was a student. She 


had applied herself earnestly In a six 
months' course in midwifery under 
tutelage of Mrs. Margaret Seehuus, No. 
120 Center avenue. She passed exam- 
inations with credit, it is claimed, un- 
der the supervision of the State, en- 
titling her to a diploma for practical 
work. She worked industriously and 
showed enthusiasm for her chosen 
work. Her instructress says she was 
the brightest member of her class. 


The young woman's parents were not 


happily mated, and In recent years 
have 
dwelt separately. 
Yet both 


showed great fondness for the (laugh- 
ter. Thus Miss Mogstad came to visit 
a good deal at her cousin's. In a> way 


thelfbungreifs ttoine "becamft ner own. 
Ur. Mogstad defrayed his daughter's 
)oard cheerfully and himself select- 
ed two or three boarding places for 
her. 
During her course of study the 


young woman dVelt part of the time 
with Mrs. Seehuus. Only recently she 
took up her abode at the Peterson 
iome, where she induced her cousin 
Bessie to come aad become her room- 
mate. After fitting herself to be self- 
supporting Miss Mogstad had met with 
but a single discouragement—employ- 
ment did not come to her as much as 
she expected. 


•Ray" Mogstad was born in Calu- 


met, Mieh. She attended the schools 
there. Several years ago her father 
took her on a visit to Tronhjem, Nor- 
way, where lives her uncle, Ellas Mog- 
stad, who is reputed to be wealthy. She 
spent a year and a half there and re-

turned to Chicago more than a. year 
ago. She had visited her cousin Bessie 
in childhood and their childish attach- 
ment was renewed with warmth at 
once upon their reunion in Chicago. 
She was a frequent attendant at Luth- 
eran church. 


Bessie Youngren was born in Chris- 


tiania, Norway, seventeen years ago. 
Her childhood was surrounded with 
more helpful associations than her 
cousin had known. The home of her 
parents was a happy one, comprising 
a family of six children. 
Fourteen 


years ago the Youngrens left Norway 
for Minnesota. Two years later they 
came to Chicago. Bessie's childhood, 
therefore, was spent in Chicago in the 
northwestern part of the city, among 
people in the main of her own nation- 
ality. 


When Miss Mogstad finished 
her 


studies under Sirs. Seehuus and left the 
latter's roof she persuaded her cousin 
to become her roommate. There was a 
strong opposition to Bessie leaving 
home. The parents had begun to ob- 
ject to the marked attachment of the 
girls. They wanted Bessie to remain 
under home influences and the willful 
cousin was upbraided for getting her 
away. But the spell had taken such 
hold on the younger girl's mind she 
would not heed her parents. Whether 
she realized it or not, Bessie's attach- 
ment for Rachel had made her come to 
regard the latter's wishes as dearer to 
her than life. 


The older girl's course was directed 


by her dominant traits—pride and re- 
serve. She did not welcome the con- 
fidence of any one except her cousin, 
perhaps out of fear that confidences 
would not be held Inviolate and lest by 
unfolding her Jieart she might expose 
herself to the shafts of ridicule. She 
had always known Bessie and trusted 
her, aud when in young womanhood 
her nature cried out for sympathy Miss 
Mogstad clung to the only anchor she 
ever knew. Probably this lonely wom- 
an found her mind intensified in its 
sympathy for women as a result ol 
her studies. 


Thus it came about that when the 


lover appeared one girl chose death in 
preference 
to 
loneliness 
and 
the 


thwarting of her plans. Women some- 
times court death in this alternative. 
It was not illogical in her to compel 
the object of her affection to Join her 
in death. 
And the situation would 


have suggested dragging along young 
Johnson, innocent author of the deed 
into the abyss. 


The weaker girl accepted death be. 


cause a stronger mind offered it. Per- 
haps the stronger mind of Miss Mog- 
stad pictured death in color and mel- 
ody. 
Her spell was hypnotic. Bessie's 


attachment was mental and moral serv- 
itude. Rachel Mogstad willed—Besale 
Youngren obeyed. 
The 
child-mind 


which accepted the pall of death took 
the mantle and put it on apparently 
without responsibility. 


At the bier of the dead girls the min- 


ister touched upon responsibility. Ca- 
pacity to understand, to be responsible 
he said, was in the case of these mis- 
guided giris hedged within narrow 
limits. 
He pictured their minds as 


groping in twilight. Religion allowed 
charity where there was not light.

Dr. Baraduc affirms he has sue 
ceeded in photographing thought, and 
he has shown numerous photographs 
in proof of his assertion. 


His usual method of proceeding is 


simple enough. 
The person whose 


thought is to be photographed enter. 
a dark loom, places his hand on a 
photographic plate, and thinks intent 
ly of the object the image of which 
he wishes to eee produced. It is stated 
by those who have examined Dr. Bara 
clue's photographs 
that the moat 
o£ 


them are very cloudy, but that a few 
are- comparatively distinct, represent 
ing the features of persons and outlines 
of 
things. 
Dr. 
Baraduc 
goee 


further, 
and 
declares 
that 
it 


is 
possible' to 
produce 
a 
pho- 


tographic image at a great distance 


In his communication to tho Acad- 


emie de Medicine he relates that Dr. 
Istrate. when he was going to Cam- 
pana. declared he would appear on a 
photographic plate of his friend. M. 
Hasdun, at Bucharest. On the t'h of 
August, 1S93. M. Hasden at Bucharest 
went to bed with a photographic plate 
at hU feat and another at his h^ad. 
Dr. Istrate went to sleep at Campana, 
at a distance ot about 300 kilometres 
fiom Bucharest, but before closing his 
eyes he willed with all his might that
